And therefore in our Memories, when 
the People of Scotland apply’d themfelves. 
the.late King Wiliam for the Eftablifhmrént 
of their Privileges, they did-not call it an 
Addrefs or-a Petition, but a Claim Rigi. 
- To petition or ‘addrefs, .maft certainly 
acknowledge a Right in the Perfons ad- 
drefled to, either to grant or not to grant the’ 
thing addreffed for,referring the Manneran¢ 
Seafon of granting to them, and contents it 
felf with having Jaid the Reqnett before 
them. » . iS 
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Allother, or further purfuing the Sub- 
jet; is tumultuary, and tends to Riot and 
Diforder, the thing ceafes to be an Addrefs 
or a Petition, and becomes a Demand, a 
Force or threatning of Force, which in its 
Nature is abfolutely deftru@ive of the very 
Being aod Subftance of Government, -tends 
to all Manner of Diforders, and cannot be 
call’d Petitioning.

Wine the, Fleniagts: in the Name of 
Philip. 11, made.the famous Petition to the 
tad afema,. than Governefs of the Spanifb 
Netherlands Tho’ they petitioned ‘for 
thais Native Right'and. Liberty of Religion, 
yet.they voluntarily took upon them the 
-Wame of Geux.or Beggars, andiwere-called 
Ao on, both. tides; fignifying, That cho’ it 
‘was.reafly their Right they demanded, yet 
while. they did it by Way of Petition, it 
aught to. be agreeable to the Nature of a 
Petition, (Viz-) As a Prayer or humble 
Requeft. I.omit the Application of this 
Party. till laft,, and proceed to examine, 


2. The Manner of Petitioning. 
This refpeéts the Words of the Petition, 
and the Method of Petitioning. 
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As to the Words or Terms of the Peti- 
tioa, as every Sermon ought to conform to 
its Text, every Book to its Title, every Ap- 
plication to its Doétrine ; fo every fuch Ap- 
plication te Authority ought to conform to 


the Title, which always bears the Term — 


HUMBLE in the Front of it, an Humble 
Addrefs, or an Humble Petition, and the 
like. 

I confefs, there is Room for Refle&tion 
enough here, where Humility takes up the 
Title, and aj! Manner of Infolencies, Scan- 
dals, Reproaches and unjuft Affertions fill 
up the Body of Addreffes ; and Petitions are 
made in the Language.of the Spanifh Beg- 
gars, who, they fay, beg an Alms, with 
the Hat in one Hand, and the Sword in the 
other. . : 

What elfe can we fay of the Addreffes, 
that tell che Parliament, They are ating cone 
srary to the Fundamental Rights of the Nation; 
that their Votes are inconfi{tent with the Con- 
Stisution of Scotland, enflaving them to Eng- 
land, and furrendring the Literties and Free- 
doms of the Scots Nation ; in plain Words, 
betraying their Country to the Englith, and 
deftroying that Foundation, which it is their 
Duty to preferve and defend. \ | aa 

Ia all Nations, - fircti Addteffings have 
been efteemed contrary to the Duty of Sub- 
je&s, contrary to the Nature of Addrefling, 


and contrary to the Dignity of Authority 5 


and therefore it was upom that Account, 
that the Parlianrent of England, in the Cafe 
of the famous Kentifh Petition, fhew’d their 
Refentment, not at Petitioning in general, 
for that every Body allow’d was the Privie 


lege of the Subje€&, but at the Manner or

of Duty to petition the Parliament to fupply

away in Complements and Addreffes, when 
the Neceifity of the Nation call’d for fup- 
plying the Publick for A@ion. \
